Sometimes it is a good idea to take a 
quick look backwards at the racing class 
of young sires just beginning their stud 
careers. Errard King’s seven winners 
(one the stakes winner Sweet Error) 
compared favorably with all other first- 
year sires of 1959. It was a good solid 
start. 


Back in the Fall of 1954 Errard King 
went to Belmont after soundly whipping 
the likes of High Gun, Jet Action, Helio- 
scope, in the Arlington Classic (1:35 
easily) and the 1%-mile American 
Derby. How was he appraised for the 


Jerome at Belmont at one mile? Frank 
Kilroe gave him 130 lbs., 126 to Fisher- 
man, and 121 to Helioscope. 

As a 2-year-old Errard King won such 
races as the Pimlico Futurity, Tyro and 
World’s Playground Stakes, Longport 
Handicap, ete. All in all, Errard King 
won $317,575 and beat the best of his 
time. At stud he has started off with 
the best with his seven winners — only 
one other of the first-year sires he 
‘raced against did better. You can also 
consider his fee . . . reasonable?

Saturation 


Gulfstream Park’s Joe Tanenbaum was 
recruited from the Miami News last fall 
to succeed Horace Wade, and we had been 
watching him rather carefully in his new 
assignment, wondering what in the devil 
he could do that Wade hadn't already 
thought of. Well. now we know; in last 
week’s) mail was a_ piece explaining 
that the Tanenbaum promotion of the 
Florida Derby will be unique in American 
racing. 

“Derby Day is really something.” he 
said. Starting in the early hours and con- 
tinuing until noon, a marching band and a 
Dixieland band will take turns having at 
the customers. (If anyone should be tired 
of this by, say, 11 o’clock, he will have 
to bear it. because the bands will move 
“from spot to spot” over the large plant. 
and there will be no escape.) 

At noon. the first 2 bands having blown 
themselves out. the University of Miami 
band will take over. These will be younger 
players with greater endurance, and they 
will perform off and on until after the 
Derby. when they will “march off the 
scene to the stirring strains of Dixie.” 

Cypress Gardens water skiiers will per- 
form on the infield 
lake, and sometime 
during the afternoon 
hours Tanenbaum will 
liven things up with 
an elephant race. 

“Beautiful girls. cos- 
tumed as the belles of 
the Old South (actu- 
ally, the Kopisinski 
sisters from  Pough- 
keepsie). will dot the 
lawns to be admired 
by the customers and 
lending an added touch of color to the 
entire affair.” 

The skies will be alive with penants. 
flags. and banners, and the grounds with 
eye-catching floral arrangements. Scat- 
tered strategically over the plant will be 
concessions where patrons. if they have 
so far been able to resist the mood of the 
festive occasion, will be encouraged to 
purchase gaily colored derby hats. Bars 
will provide a “Derby daiquiri, designed 
especially for the occasion.” and restau- 
rants will offer menus with a “Derby 
flavor.” 

“Yes. Florida Derby week is quite a 
thing. And in honor of it. hundreds of 
other parties are staged individually, there 
are balls and dinners bearing the Derby 
name—until the entire area is saturated 
with the fact that a great sporting event 
is being held.”

Miami. Nobody laughed when Jimmy 
Ross sat down to determine the weights 
for the $100.000-added Gulfstream Handi- 
cap. The racing secretary was aware that 
his decisions might determine whether the 
“big horses” stayed in town for the race 
or shipped to Bowie for the $100.000- 
added Campbell Memorial Handicap. but 
he was not concerned with being sweet. 

“IL know all about the guys with cars 
reserved.” Ross said, “but it doesn’t bother 
me. I'll treat ’em all fairly. and they can 
weight or leave it. If they don’t like it. 
they know where they can go—up to 
Bowie. They run or they don’t run—it 
makes no difference to me.” 

The Gulfstream publicity forces paled 
before Ross’s pronouncement. but it all 
worked out for the best. Ross made Sword 
Dancer highweight at 127 pounds. gave 
Bald Eagle 126. *Amerigo 123. and On- 
and-On 121. The actual highweight was 
Hillsdale, at 129, but the colt never was 
considered a starter. 

On the morning after the weights were 
announced, the trainers of the top 4 
horses indicated they would start. , 

“The weights were just about what | 
said they'd be.” said Woody Stephens. 
trainer of the Widener Handicap winner 
Bald Eagle. “I just didn’t want too much 
switch between us and On-and-On. They 
had to drop a couple pounds off Sword 
Dancer. That’s a 5-pound switch. I couldn't 
see a lot more difference than that. You 
have to run it off—that’s the only way.” 

Stephens previously had stated he didn’t 
want more than a pound switch between 
Bald Eagle and On-and-On. That was pre- 
cisely what Ross decided upon. Bald Eagle 
had beaten the Calumet colt by 3 parts of 
a length in the Widener. giving him 5 
pounds. 

“Yes, I rate him (On-and-On) the horse 
to beat,’ Woody said. “The other horse 
(Sword Dancer) is going to improve. I 
don't know, though. that he can improve 
that much.” Sword Dancer had finished 
884 lengths behind Bald Eagle in the 
Widener. 

Harris Brown, the easy-going trainer of 
*Amerigo. as usual. had no complaints 
about the weight. 

“If it was up to me the horse would 
stay in the barn.” Brown said. “Every- 
thing’s against him. He’s been to Cali- 
fornia and back and had 2 awful tough 
races there in 11 days. If he runs in this 
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one, that’s 3 murderous races in 21 days. 

“The other horses are fresh. Bald Eagle 
and On-and-On haven't since the 
Widener; Sword Dancer had that allow- 
ance race, but he needed that one. None 
of them have been shipping. 

“It didn’t help any when I had to ship 
back to Florida the day after he won the 
Capistrano. I wanted to give him at least 3 
days rest. but it was fly out then or never. 
If I run the horse I can’t work him be- 
fore the race. I can’t even blow him out. 
If I do. he won’t have anything left for 
the race. 

“I'm just not keen at all about run- 
ning. But the owners (Mr. and Mrs. Til- 
you Christopher) want him to run, and 
it’s their horse. If he wins it. (Il be very 
pleasantly surprised.” 

*Amerigo’s trip to California was a 
success. Only the fact that his rider had 
not followed instructions cost him victory 
in the Santa Anita Handicap. Brown

thought. Then. with regular rider Bill 
Hartack up. *Amerigo won the San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap by a nose over King 
O’Turf. 

“I'd like to wait for the Campbell, give 
the horse an extra week.” Brown said. 
“He'd like that soft track, and he wouldn't 
run into all the good ones like he will 
here. From the dollars and sense stand- 
point, it'd be a lot better running in the 
Campbell.” 

Brown agreed that Bald Eagle was “the 
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toughest of the Jot” in the Gulfstream 
Handicap. but he refused to throw out 
Sword Dancer. 


“If he comes back to his form of last 
year. he’s the one. He didn’t like Hialeah. 
and he takes a little time to get ready— 
like last year.” 

Jimmy Jones said he found the weights 
agreeable. Elliott Burch, trainer of Sword 
Dancer. felt that his horse and On-and- 
On should have had a pound less. But he 
would run Sword Dancer. 

“His work Sunday (March 13) 


Was 


the first time all winter that he’s really 
pleased me.” Burch said. “He went a 
mile in :40 and went the last quarter in 
:25, out the mile and a quarter in 2:06 
and 4, galloping. I think he'll be all 
right.” 

When the early line on the handicap 
was issued, Trackdown was listed at 100-1. 
The 4-year-old Lord Boswell colt, owned 
by Charles Sabatini, had won his last race 
but had finished fourth, seventh, eighth. 
and ninth in his 4 previous starts this year. 
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Trainer Russell Downes worked Track- 
down Tuesday morning. When the colt 
went a mile in 1:3825, his mind was made 
up. 

“We've always thought he was a nice 
horse. We had to stop htm last year to 
fire his ankles. He runs honest every time, 
and when you get after him, he responds. 
He’s never yet lost in the mud. I think my 
horse will give a good account of himself 
—TI don’t care what the odds are. 

“We're going for this reason: he’s shown 
he can run. What I have to find out—and 
only the horse can tell me—does he have 
the class to go along with his other abil- 
ities? That’s the big item. And if I’m 
going to find out, why not try him where 
the money is. instead of for an allowance 
purse?” 

An all-day rain on Friday made the 
track sloppy; it was good for the big 
handicap. Brown was delighted with the 
condition of the course, as was Downes. 
Eight horses went to the post, lining up 
in this order: Bald Eagle with Ycaza, 
*Day Court with Moreno, On-and-On with 
Brooks, Noble Sel with York, Polylad 
with Ussery, Trackdown’ with  Rini, 
*Amerigo with Hartack, and Sword Dan- 
cer with Arcaro. It was a mile and a 
quarter, with $71,400 to the winner. 

On-and-On went to the lead at the break. 
with Polylad, surprisingly, in second 
place. *Amerigo was fourth for the first 
quarter, with Bald Eagle seventh and 
Sword Dancer last. On-and-On opened up 
2 lengths turning into the backstretch, but 
at the half-mile-pole *Amerigo rushed up 
along the rail to challenge. At that point 
there were 3 horses across the track— 
*Amerigo, On-and-On, and Polylad. 

*Amerigo went to the lead at the far 
turn, but On-and-On came on again on 
the stretch turn. Bald Eagle had started 
his run at the half-mile-pole. and he 
moved into third place turning for home. 
*Amerigo, too strong for On-and-On, led 
by 11% lengths at the eighth-pole, with 
Bald Eagle thundering up in third place. 
another length back. 

Bald Eagle moved past On-and-On on 
the inside, and just inside the sixteenth- 
pole he collared *Amerigo, drawing out 
to a three-quarter-length victory. *Amer- 
igo had 3 lengths over On-and-On, which 
was 2 in front of Sword Dancer. Polylad 
was fifth, a length farther back. followed 
by *Day Court. Noble Sel. and Track- 
down. 

Bald Eagle went the distance in 2:0115. 
excellent time in light of the track condi- 
tions.

The police changed course on Monday morning. setting up their blocks at 5

o'clock at the stable gate. They stopped everyone attempting to get into the 
track, checked drivers’ licenses, I.D. cards. and license plates. Owner Samuel 
Simmons objected strenuously and was arrested. Trainer Arnold Winick reported 
that 2 of his grooms were arrested. 


Jimmy Donn Jr.. executive vice president of Gulfstream. on Saturday called 
the State Highway Patrol, Broward County Sheriff J. A. Lloyd. and Gov. Leroy 
Collins. Sheriff Lloyd came on the scene and the roadblocks were dissipated at 
2 p.m. John Ring, chairman of the Florida State Racing Commission. permitted 
the first post to be moved from 1:50 to 1:55. 

“It’s a cheap political trick. Hallandale has been trying to pressure us for a 
10-cent head tax for years.” Donn said. “We already contribute 10 per cent of 
all ad valorem taxes collected in Hallandale. and pay $150 a day in operating 
licenses. And we subsidize the police force at $2.000 a season.” 

Robert Aiken, chief of Hallandale police. stated: 
-no comment.”

Gulfstream and the racing commission filed suit the following Monday to 
enjoin the Hallandale police from inflicting continuing road blocks. and also 
sought punitive damages.

Pros and Cons of 48 Hours 


The rule specifying that no horse shall 
be a starter which has received medication 
or drugs within the 48-hour period before 
a race has given rise to more controversy 
than anything of its kind in recent years. 
Horsemen violate it frequently. Veteri- 
narians object to non-professional admin- 
istration of drugs and hold that the rule 
should be rescinded. Chemists cannot tell 
when a drug was given, but favor the 
rule. Officials find the rule unenforce- 
able. Commissioners recognize its short- 
comings. but are reluctant to give it up. 

When the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners first stated its ob- 
jections, its recommendations were in- 
vited by James H. Inglis, of Michigan. 
then chairman of the Illegal Practices 
Committee of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners. 

As a result of this invitation, the AAEP, 
at its annual convention at Chicago in 
December, gave a place on its program to 
a panel discussion of the 48-hour rule. 
Moderator of the dissussion was Dr. Jor- 
dan Woodcock, veterinarian representing 
the New York State Racing Commission 
and currently president of the AAEP. The 
panel members were: 

Marshall Cassidy, director of racing in 
New York; James H. Inglis, president of 
the NASRC; Thaddeus B. Bruno, of Ore- 
gon, chairman of the NASRC’s Illegal 
Practices Committee; Dr. Y. T. Oester, 
of the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists; John Manfuso, chairman of the 
board of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association; and Dr. William 


James H. 
Stands with majority. 


O. Reed and Dr. M. B. Teigland, veteri- 
narians. 

CASSIDY. I was a steward when the 
first rule was promulgated to deal with 
the so-called stimulation problem. 

At that time the country was rather in- 
experienced in promulgating such a rule, 
or enforcing it after it was established. | 
was against the broad rule they started 
with, that is, with any administration of 
a drug. a trainer would arbitrarily be sus- 
pended for a minimum of 60 days. | 
thought that we should start with nar- 
cotics which had a detrimental effect on 
the animal, and if we were able to grow 
to the point where we could determine the 
presence of other drugs. we should extend 
the rule to wherever it might prove prac- 
tical. 

A rule that is gaining favor, and much 
to my distaste, prohibits the administra- 
tion of a drug 48 hours before a race. 
I do not believe it is possible to deter- 
mine whether an administration was made 
within 48 hours, and not 50 hours. As a 
steward, I felt that we were working under 
a rule which was impossible to administer. 

The rule in New York does not specify 
a time limit. The rule says if the stewards 
shall find that any drug, stimulant, or 
narcotic has been administered . . . which 
is of such a character as could affect the 
racing condition of the horse in such a 
race, they shall impose such penalty and 
take such other action as they may deem 
proper under any of the rules of racing. 


It goes on to say the trainer. groom, 
and any other person having charge. cus-

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In Off-Track Betting There Is - - 


No Destiny of Repose 


By JEREMIAH CoURTNEY 


Editor's note. The question as to whether 
off-track betting would be more tolerable 
if it were legalized and taxed than in its 
present illegal status is approached from 
a new point of view in the following letter 
from an attorney (and horse-player) in 
Washington, D. C. Just as illegal gambling 
houses would go broke without the patron- 
age of high-rolling players, so would the 
off-track bookmaker cease to flourish, the 
writer reasons, if the tracks took his big- 
money customers and left him nothing but 
the trade of the $2 bettor. He suggests a 
means by which the track might take the 
cream and the curds of off-course play. 
leaving the handbook to starve on a diet 
of whey. 


You have been so editorially right in so 
many issues equine that there is an almost 
irresistible tendency to confer the aura of 
infallibility upon all your views. I refer 
specifically now to your opposition to 
legalized off-track betting. 

However, we lawyers are continually re- 
examining the basic premises underlying 
the law as our clients become enmeshed 
or victimized thereby. We are encouraged 
to do so by such as Mr. Justice Cardozo 
who, in speaking of a settled rule of 
law he was about to overthrow, observed 
(for the benefit of the losing lawyer, no 
doubt): “Certainty is illusion and repose 
is not the destiny of mankind.” This state 
of mind finds another reflection in the 
legal aphorism: Cessante ratione legis, 
cessat et ipsa lex. Translated. this means. 
the reason of the law ceasing. the law 
itself also ceases. 

Now, I hasten to declare that I am 
opposed to legalized off-track betting, too. 
But in deference to my training I have 
examined myself (during a siege of the 
flu) to determine why | am opposed to 
off-track betting—the reason for my oppo- 
sition. | think I became opposed to off- 
track betting about 10 or 15 years ago 
when. for the first and last time. I attended 
the dog races at night down in Florida. 
We sat next to an emaciated woman whose 
teeth were a shambles. I felt that instead 
of risking her money at the races she 
should be spending her money for food 
and to have her teeth repaired. 

I became at the moment. and forever 
since, deeply opposed to off-track betting. 
In other words, I believe that betting 
should be confined to people who can 
afford to lose, and this is the reason, and 
the best reason in the world, for holding 
races in the afternoon. Only the people 
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who can afford to take the afternoon off 
and who, presumably at least, can afford 
to bet. are at the races betting. 

You will note that my principle in the 
matter has grown out of a personal ex- 
perience. I have found to my sorrow that 
such is not infrequently the case. The Fed- 
eral interstate highway system is being 
paid for by an increased gas tax on the 
acceptable principle that those who use the 
highways should pay for them. Urban 
transit operations were exempted from that

tax. Taxicab operators attempted to ob- 
tain a similar exemption. and for the same 
reason. that they were a medium of local 
transportation not using the interstate 
highways. They narrowly failed in that 
effort and I think only because an esteem- 
ed and influential gentleman in the Senate 
Finance Committee had seen taxicabs 
going from Washington to the races at 
Charles Town. as indeed they did and do 
go under the group-riding pattern of “taxi” 
operations that has developed here. This 
was not the reason assigned for the dis- 
criminatory treatment of the taxicab indus- 
try in this tax area but I am convinced it 
was the underlying reason. In other words. 
99.9 per cent of the localized taxicab oper- 
ations were penalized because of the per- 
sonal reaction to the exemption request on 
the part of a decisive Senator. 
Translating, | am afraid for racing of 
the personal reactions which would follow 
legalized off-track betting. The power to 
tax is the power to destroy (which any 
increase in the astronomical “take” now 


will surely accomplish); and that power 
would inevitably be directed against racing 
if off-track betting were legalized. For 
sooner or later enough legislators would 
have an experience such as I had in Flor- 
ida and then their minds would be made 
up, and 99 per cent of the people who 
have a right to bet would suffer for the 
1 per cent who injudiciously patronized the 
off-track betting stations. 

I fear for racing because I think this 
off-track betting proposal is gaining 
ground and will be considered and recon- 
sidered by the tax-hungry cities and states. 
My re-examination into the reasons for my 
opposition to legalized off-track betting 
therefore suggests that what should per- 
haps be done is to control this off-track 
betting wisely rather than to fight it im- 
placably and without reservation. 

If what we are seeking to prevent is 
off-track betting by those who cannot 
afford it. then why do we not divert the 
governmental off-track betting drive into 
a method of permitting it by those who 
can afford it? Attached for your personal 
examination are the bets that I have made 
each Saturday at Hialeah on the televised 
Saturday afternoon race. I see no reason 
why I should not have made these bets 
directly with the track and, multiplied 
many, many times over, you can see what 
they would have meant to the tracks and 
horsemen sharing in the legitimate play. 

I have in my pocket a stack of credit 
cards that would very likely take me 
around the world, or a good part of it. Of 
course, I can’t cash a $10 check at Bowie. 
But repose is not the destiny of track 
managements. either, and so why could not 
a system be established which would per- 
mit off-track credit card betting—with the 
track which puts on the show and incurs 
all the expenses the bookmakers do not? 

In this way the legal tracks would get 
the benefit of the take which now goes to 
the illegal bookmaker. Bookmaking should 
dry up as they are left with the irrespon- 
sibles and with their disproportionately 
high cost of administration and_ collec- 
tion. More important. through the initial 
credit screening and continuing close 
scrutiny and limits the track would apply. 
only those who could afford to make off- 
track bets would be making them. Maybe 
a deposit would be required. 

Of course, you would have time limita- 
tions on the off-track bets so they would 
all be reflected in the pool and on the 
mutuel board. where indeed the off-track 
bets should be but are not now reflected 
for the public. All play would go through 
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the machines with winning tickets held for 
the bettor’s next track visit to be redeemed 
in the usual way, for cash, much as ad- 
vance sale tickets on the last two races are 
now handled for bettors who want to leave 
early. There would be some credit losses, 
of course, but clearly the losses would be 
far and away offset by the additional rev- 
enues that would accrue to the track-state 
partnership. The credit losses probably 
would not exceed the amount of unredeem- 
ed tickets. 

If my opposition to off-track betting is 
based. as I have analyzed it for myself, on 
the objection to betting by those who can- 
not afford to do so and the risks to racing 
implicit therein through increased taxes. 
then the reason for my objection having 
been removed through the credit card prin- 
ciple, my opposition to off-track betting 
should cease. also. Cessante ratione legis, 
cessat et ipsa lex, 


Reason principle aside. do you 
think the tracks will long have any choice 
between either a government supervised 
and operated off-track betting mechanism 
or a track supervised and operated off- 
track betting mechanism. as our leading 
city drives for the former and every tax- 
hungry sister city watches the result? In 
this area, there are no easy answers ahead, 
but then, as Cardozo has also said, the 
pain of decision is always with us.

There is an easily explainable dearth 
of romantic stories concerning persons who 
became rich by beating the pari-mutuels.

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pointed out. One is the word “internally.” 
This takes us completely out of the busi- 
ness of prohibiting a leg paint or iodine 
or mercurochrome. or whatever you might 
want to put on a cut or a sore. The second 
is, of course, the permission, the specific 
written authorization, to administer med- 
icine within the 48-hour time. This ex- 
ception was put into the rule particularly 
to take care of the problem of bleeders. 


Either this rule or another version of 
the 48-hour rule is in effect in most of 
the states, with the major exceptions of 
New York and Kentucky. 

I would like to point out that this rec- 
ommended 48-hour rule is not an amend- 
ment or substitute for any portion of the 
corrupt-practices rule; it is a rule re- 
garding the entry of horses. 

With the corrupt-practices rule intact. 
and even with the addition of this 48-hour 
rule, the trainer is held fully responsible 
for any positive test. regardless of when 
the forbidden drug was administered. 
Why have a rule. then? Because there are 
types of medication which could not be 
considered as stimulating or affecting the 
speed of a horse. 

I feel that the recent trouble we have 
had with Butazolidin is a perfect example 
of why the 48-hour rule is valuable. When 
you have new products coming on the 
market, such as Butazolidin, and you have 
conflicting claims as to what the effect of 
it is. whether it is or isn’t prohibited. the 
48-hour rule is a valuable thing to fall 
back on because you can simply say to 
the trainer. “Well. you had no business 
giving anything at all to that horse within 
48 hours.” and that settles the argument. 

I know that many horsemen feel that 
the use of that particular drug is essen- 
tial. In fact, the. National Trainers Guild 
petitioned our organization to legalize the 
drug. In one state. Colorado, it has been 
legalized. {At the recent NASRC gonven- 
tion. Colorado agreed to follow other 
states in forbidding use of the drug.] 
Every trainer which used it had to notify 
the racing commission, and horses on the 
Butazolidin list had to be administered 
Butazolidin each time they raced. Tests 
were taken of those horses. regardless of 
whether they were winners or finished 
last, and the trainer was liable to discip- 
linary action if that test failed to come 
up positive. 

That gives you a little idea of the ad- 
ministrative headaches that might arise 
if this drug were authorized all over the 
country. If you multiply that by 2 or 3 
other new drugs that horsemen want to 
administer and that we are unsure of, we 
would end up testing most of the horses 
in a race. 

BRUNO. I am now in my third year 
as a member of the Illegal Practices Com- 
mittee of the NASRC. I think before we 
can discuss whether the 48-hour rule is

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a good or bad one, we should try to estab- 
lish what problems it is supposed to cure. 

There was a time when racing did not 
involve gambling or wagering. Then, as 
racing grew and as more tracks came into 
being. and as the purses grew from 
$10.000 to $15,000. to $100.000, more 
people went into racing. They spent more 
money for horses, and they gave more 
thought to what they could do to insure 
their winning. That is one of the curses 
which we have today. 

There are not enough sound horses. In 
the minds of many of us. many horses are 
running back too often. being flown from 
one big stake to another, to the end that 
you almost never encounter anormal. 
sound racing animal. 

Those of us who have owned race horses 
recognize that a slow horse doesn't get 
sore very often; it is the good one that is 
sore. He is the one which is the problem 
to the veterinarian who is taking care 
of him. 

It is the racing commission's responsi- 
bility to see to it that every person putting 
$2 through the wicket has all the informa- 
tion available about the condition of the 
race, the conditions of the track. and the 
condition of each horse entered in the 
race. We have developed the photo finish. 
the photo patrol, and the totalizator. 

Now. being aware of all of those things. 
we in racing are very concerned about per- 
mitting any individual to do anything 
which might alter the racing form of that 
animal. I am not saying that it is wrong 
to give an ailing horse something that will 
help him. I do say that it is wrong to let 
a trainer or a veterinarian or a layman 
have the right to determine whether it 
shall be given, to the extent that it affects 
the horse’s performance. 

If that form can be altered at the 
pleasure of any individual, then the in- 
formation which the public has is not com- 
pletely factual. Whether the 48-hour rule 
solves it or not, I cannot completely say. 
but it was with that in mind that we estab- 
lished the rule. 

The 48-hour rule was never intended to 
deal with stimulation as such. That is ade- 
quately covered in the corrupt-practices 
section of the rules of the states. The 48- 
hour rule was essentially created to be a 
medication rule, to prevent the doctoring 
of horses, literally to the starting gate, 
and to that extent we feel it is a worth- 
while rule. 

MANFUSO. When I spoke to you last 
year I discussed the subjects of stimula- 
tion and the 48-hour medication rule and 
offered our co-operation in your endeavors 
to establish and finance a program for 
basic research. These subjects still seem 
to be the most acute. The 48-hour rule is 
more of a problem today than it was last 
year, and we need your help on this rule.

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in our own organization. The Florida divi- 
sion of HBPA has voted unanimously 
against this rule. The New England divi- 
sion has voted unanimously against it. 
The California division has approved the 
rule. [In January the national convention 
of the HBPA went on record as opposing 
the 48-hour rule. ] 

Many horsemen cannot understand the 
need of a medication rule, especially since 
stimulation is not involved. Since the mal- 
practice rule will cover stimulation, irre- 
spective of whether a drug is administered 
24 or 240 hours before a race, they can- 
not see any necessity for the 48-hour rule, 
other than maybe the necessity of requir- 
ing standard performances. and they ques- 
tion whether this should be obtained 
through the control of medication or 
through the supervision of stewards. as 
Mr. Cassidy indicated. 

To my knowledge. there has been some 
improvement in your quest for a_ basic 
fund for research. Our opinion is that the 
the money is available for this program. 
but it has to be a necessary and specific 
one. I am very much afraid that the 
membership of your association and your 
officers are going to have to lead the way 
for the racing industry. 

OESTER. I agree with Mr. Cassidy 
that the rule should not be called a stim- 
ulation rule, and I would like to second 
his question on why one drug. phenothia- 
zine, should be taken out of the whole 
list by one commission and be barred for 
2 weeks. 

I would like to second the last speaker’s 
remarks in regard to basic research. We 
still do not have adequate knowledge in 
this field. 

I think my primary purpose should be 
to bring to your attention a number of 
basic facts about drugs and their handling 
by various animals. | am aware of the 
fact that the biochemical or the, phar- 
macological knowledge about a drug is 
not enough of a basis on which to make 
or change a rule. 

The first general consideration | would 
like to make is this: Should any horse 
ever run under drugs of any kind? My 
own feeling, and I think that of most of 
the chemists in our group, is this: Any 
drug can or may affect the performance 
of a horse. That means any horse. We 
would not like to point at the drug and 
say it is a stimulant or depressant. Al- 
most any drug. it can be shown in animal 
experiments, will have other effects than 
the ones you may be familiar with. 

In any basic consideration of rules and 
regulations we must remember this fact. 
that any drug can have an effect on 
horses. Some of the drugs do this directly 
by their action on blood pressure. heart 
rate. and so on. Other drugs may do this 


in an indirect manner, where the individ- 
ual horse may be hypersensitive to the 
drug and react in an abnormal manner: 
or, in the case of overdoses, new effects 
of the drugs may be brought into play 
which are not present in routine doses. 
Such drugs as aspirin, acetylsalicylic acid, 
and some of the other pain-relievers, fo: 
example, pyramidon and antipyrine, are 
given primarily to relieve a symptom. But 
a symptom only represents some abnormal 
tissue change in this animal. In other 
words. if there was to be a_ pathological 
change in the animal and if our drug actu- 
ally eliminated the underlying pathology 
or basic tissue change, we would be treat- 
ing the disease directly. As it is, almost 
invariably we are treating, not the primary 
action or effect on the horse. but a symp- 
tom, one manifestation of the pathology. 

It is in this area that I think we must 
agree that the use of these agents will 
change the performance or the activity 
of this animal because, as soon as we 
relieve pain. we have changed per- 
formance. That does not mean we have 
eliminated the underlying cause; it means 
we have more or less masked it, and the 
underlying change may still be present. 
or may be present in a more aggrieved 
form after treatment. 

Undoubtedly. the animal running with 
abnormal tissues or tissue reaction should 
not be on the race track. 

This leads me to an answer for this 
question I first asked. I would say that 
no drug should be given to any horse be- 
fore racing. I think it is a basic pharmaco- 
logical fact that there is going to be some 
influence in this animal by any drug that 
we may use. 

A second basic consideration leads us 
to the 48-hour rule. What happens to 
drugs when they are given to animals, par- 
ticularly to the horse? Are they eliminated 
in the course of 48 hours, if given at a 
time early in the 48-hour period? Is this 
48-hour rule valid from the biochemical 
or pharmacological standpoint? 

Not all drugs, if given 48 hours before 
a race, will be eliminated from the animal 
within the 48-hour period. We have had a 
number of examples of this. One of the 
most common is that of procaine penicillin 
given 2 or 3 days before a race. It will 
still show up as being present in the ex- 
cretion of this animal. Certain drugs are 
not all excreted within the 48-hour period. 
If I had to make an estimate—I do not 
have any exact figures—I would say prob- 
ably 85 to 90 per cent of drugs usually 
would be eliminated, if given in a regular 
or routine manner in the space of 48 
hours. 

However, with the advances made _ in 
pharmaceutical preparations, we can give 
drugs by mouth under the so-called time- 
disintegration method. This means the 
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drug will not take its effect immediately, 
or within 1 or 2 or 3 hours. but will take 
a number of hours. usually 4. 8. or 24 
hours. before the drug casings are broken 
down and the drug is released for action. 

This obviously opens up almost unlimit- 
ed vistas in drug administration. Hf you 
can time the release of the drug in the 
gastrointestinal tract. and if you can 
time it properly, you can get by the 48- 
hour rule. 

Another general preparation now com- 
monly available is a depot preparation. 
The drug is given subcutaneously. usually 
in a muscle area. and it is very slowly 
absorbed in the course of 2. 3, or 5 days. 
as the case may be. Again, this is obvious- 
ly an area which the 48-hour rule does 
not cover, even though the administration 
may be for medicinal or therapeutic pur- 
poses, 

So. in answer to the question whether 
the 48-hour rule is valid. [| must say it 
will not hold for all drugs. 

1 have not answered the question of 
whether legitimate therapeutic use can 
be distinguished from illegal use of 
drugs. This really is a tough question. 
but it is a question we must face. 

As a final extension of these remarks. 
| would like to say that there is no way 
for the chemist to determine how much 
drug was given to a horse. or when it was 


given, if he is confronted with a one- 
sample analysis. as he ordinarily is, taken 
at a random time after the administration 
of the drug. From this random sample. 
there is no way we can tell how much 
drug was given or what time it was 
given. We can come up with some fairly 
good estimates. in the sense that we can 
say we have never recovered this amount 
of drug 2 days after it was administered. 
but we cannot give you any close timing. 


Next week, a group of veterinarians in 
informal discussion give their viewpoints 
on the use of medications, including Buta- 
zolidin, and the 48-hour rule.

Cheers for Tulloch 


Sypney. A crowd exceeding 40.000 
accorded Tulloch (Khorassan—Florida) 
an ovation described as unprecedented in 
the century of Flemington’s history when 
he won the 914-furlong Queen’s Plate in 
his comeback race after 2 years’ absence 
with a stomach ailment. 

Although Tulloch had thrust his head 
in front of Melbourne’s idol Lord right 
on the line. the Victorian crowd went 
wiid with excitement, and 3 times cheers 
were called for the champion, back on 
his throne. For the final 3 furlongs Tul- 
loch and Lord had raced almost head- 
and-head. 

Doubt that he had fully recovered was 
shown in betting. In a field of 5, Tulloch’s 
price was 4 to 1—third favorite behind 
Lord and the Victorian stayer Mac. Two 
years ago. Tulloch would have started at 
1 to 10 in a field like this. 

After a couple of runs at the Sydney 
autumn meetings, Tulloch will turn his 
atiention to Melbourne’s £25,000 Centen- 
ary Cup next November. All going well, 
Americans will see him in action later on. 
Trainer T. Smith declares that Tulloch 


will never be beaten again. From 30 
starts he has had 22 wins. 7 seconds. and 
1 third for a total of £67.54814. 

Since his victory in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Randwick in April. 1958, his 
trainer had put him into work 5 times. 
and 4 times he had to put him out of work 
again. Only a handful of optimists con- 
sidered that Tulloch would come back. 


Interest in Tulloch and Todman over- 
shadowed 3 festive events at Caulfield 
and Flemington. and in these races bet- 
ters were thrashed by the bookmakers. 

Power Duke. from Kangaroo Island. set 
the ball rolling with his 20-to-1 win in the 
Oekleigh Plate at Caulfield. Then fol- 
lowed Correct at 20 to 1 in the Newmarket 
Handicap, 6 furlongs. at Flemington. and 
Iiloura. an aged gelding and “crock.” at 
25 to 1 in the Australian Cup. 2. miles. 
114 furlongs. Australia’s longest handicap 


event. A few weeks before the New- 
market. the Correct and Hloura double 
was 10.000 to 1. 


The Australian Cup field was one of 
the poorest for many years. 

Stanley Wootton’s Todman (Star King- 
dom—Oceana) has made another record. 
His stud fee of 400 guineas is the highest 
ever recorded for a first-season Australian- 
bred stallion. Before going to stud he is 
expected to have a race or two at Sydney. 

Nilareo, which easily defeated Travel 
Boy, favorite in the VRC St. Leger. is 


by *Nilo from Redeswood, one of the 
Delville Wood—Eternal City family and 
winner of the Flight Stakes at Randwick. 
Nilarco won so well that he readily dis- 
placed Macdougal from favoritism for the 
Sydney Cup. 2 miles. Jack Bripces
